SUDDEN JUSTICE, 


Wintorset, Iowa, the Scene of a, Caso 


of Lynching—-Vigilantes Put a 


Period to the Career of a 


... 
Murderer. 


T, Iowa, June 4.— John Hamnor, 


the murderer of old man Newell, was hanged 
by vigilantes nt o o'clock yesterday moruiug 
to a tree u few feet west of the "county court. 
house in this city, and shat through the heart, 
According to the verdict of tho coroner's jury, 
death resulted partly from strangulation and 
partly from tho effects of the shot. The sher- 
iff had boen induced by advice from appa- 
cntly disinterested persons ill whom ho had con- 
dence to believe that no immediate danngor 
of violence existed, and but ouo oilicur was 
left on guard. A few minutes past 3 yester- 
day morning the ringing of the court-houso 
bell and the almost simultaneous firing of a 
volley of gun-shots roused tho people in the 
vicinity of tlio public square, aud when the 
press correspondent arrived on the scene tho 
lifeless body of Uumuer was dangling from 
the fatal limb, the assassin's feet r.siciiiug tu 
within eighteen inches of the ground, 
fho 


testimony before tho coroner's jury yesterday 
reveals all that can now be known ot tho 
Ivnching. Prom this it appears that at 1:3U 
in tho morning a report like the firing of iin 
anvil rang out upon the air, and nothing 
more was observed by tbefew pei-suns awake 
at that time until an hour afterward, when 
small squads of men, some on horseback and 
others on foot, were seen issuing f n m i alleys 
iii 
tlio vicinity

The guard on duty at the jiJI wits in 
the third story of tho building eating his lunch 
with the guard who was i:i charge of the 
convict Pugh, in a small room.

In a letter to Nature, Captain Dayr- 


son, tire commander of the British cir- 
cumpolar expedition stationed at Fort 
5ea, thus describes that remote north- 
ern point and its inhabitants: Fort Eea 
.ies in latitude 62 degrees 38 minutes 
north and longitude 115 d'egrees 25 min- 
utes west from Greenwich, half-wyy up 
j, long gulf of Great Slave Luke that 
runs lor about one hundred miles in a 
northwest direction from the mouth of 
Yellow Knife River. The fort is situ- 
ated at the foot of a rocky hill that rises 
some two hundred feet above the lake, 
which is about four miles wide at this 
ooint 
Tho Indians who resort hero for 


irade hunt for the most part in the 
"barren lands" near the Coppermine 
River, whence they bring quantities of 
skins and beef from the musk ox, Which 
seems to be very abundant. 
Deer, too, 


are very plentiful, and in the winter 
they migrate..in. great .herds 'from tho 
oarren lands to tFe country "between Uic 
arm of the land on which Fort Rao lies 
and tho Mackenzie. 
Sometimes these 


Lords pass quite close to the Tort, and 
take two or three days iu passing. 
Their numbers must be very great, a 
single band has been known to kill over 
ifteen thousand in. an ordinary se:ison. 
This year thoHecr have passed at some 
distance, but the Indians are now (De- 
cember 1) bringing, in fresh meat daily. 


'These Indians -arc .of the "Dog-rib" 


tribe—a quiet, inofl'ensiro race, like all 
thie wood-Indians. They arc almost all 
Jpman Catholics, the" missionaries of 
:hat religion being very numerous in 
;ho country, and they aro certainly very 
devoted and hard-working. There are 
also Protestant missionaries, but they 
do not appear to' have mado any con- 
verts. 
The Dog-ribs aro a branch of 


,h'o- Chipewyau family, who occupies 
all that portion of the continent between 
,ho Rocky Mountains • and . Hudson's 
Bay'to the north of the parallel' of 55 
degrees; They arc unprepossessing in 
•ppearance, and their language is al- 
most unpronounceable by a European. 
Their, alphabet, if they had one, would 
contain no less than seventy-one Jotters, 
ihat ' being 'the number of 
distinct 


so'unds. I Delieve tbe language is allied 
o; the ancient Mexican—at any rate, the 
sTavajo is the nearest of existing lan- 
guages—and the combination of letters 
,hat one sees in Mexican -names (ft; for 
n'stance,) are common.in this language- 
The Dog-ribs have-, the remarkable pe- 
culiarity of-a national habit, of stam- 
niering, which is. most .marked in those 
vho seldom come in to the'fort. 
They 


.rbafc their women with more kindness 
than is usual among the American In- 
dians.

From the Wieoonsin ToUcco Reporter. _ 


The tobacco grown upon the outskirts 


ot the Wisconsin district is now beiug 
picked up, and are generally left until 
the last purchased. 


The buyers are still riding and taking 


what Sfetv scattering crops that are now 
left whenever they can agree upon price 
with the grower. 


The young plants are taeinmng to 


show themselves, but there is a general 
complaint that thoy are not so thick as 
former years at this date. 
We do not 


learn of any damage from the tobacco 
flea in this section. 
Complaints ot the flea are_agam prev- 


alent, and wo hear of them m Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio; but they do not seem to 
disturb us in this region. They are do- 
ing much mischief to the youag plants 
.around Lancaster, Pa.

The largest crop of tobacco handled at 


this point the present season is that 
bought of Mr. Freeman Atwosd, of Al- 
bion. It WDS a twenty acre crop and will 
probably aggregate 7 tons, which, at 8 
cents per pound amounts to $1,120 dol- 
lars.— Milton Telephone.
